An investigation by Metropolitan Police Detectives revealed that on Saturday, December 17, 2011 at 
approximately 2236 hours, members of the Metropolitan Police Department's Sixth District responded 
to 936 Bums Street, Southeast, Washington DC to investigate a simple assault. Upon the member's 
arrival, they observed a black male lying in front of the driveway to 932 Bums Street, Southeast 
suffering from a stab wound to the chest. DCFB ambulance #19 responded to the scene and 
transported the victim to Med Star where he was pronounced dead at 2337 hours by Dr. Shifflet. 

The decedent's remains were transported to the Office of the Chief Medical Examiner for the District of 
Columbia. On December 18, 201 1, the decedent was positively identified as Kevin Blackwell Jr. An 
autopsy was performed on the remains of the decedent by Deputy Medical Examiner Sunil Prashar. 
At the conclusion of the autopsy, Dr. Prashar determined that the cause of death was a stab wound to 
the decedent's chest and ruled the manner of death to be a homicide.

With the assistance of the Prince Georges County Homicide Unit, a search warrant was obtained for the entire 
premises oI^^pm^s Dr ve , Upper Marlboro, Maryland on Sunday, December 18, 2011. Subsequently the 
Si Z o aS f eC x l u d f ° r the P remises - Found du ™9 search was a LG Optimus cell phone in the room of 
M TmioSnn A° r ,* reco f red , cel1 P hone bo ' e electronic serial numbers (ESN) 270113180106839244 and 
A1000019685BCC A family member of the decedent provided police with the original box that the cell phone was 
packaged in at the time of purchase. The ESN's of the cell phone box and recovered ceil phone were an exact 
match in companson. Also recovered from the above premises was a blue "North Face Jacket". The family of the 
decedent provided a description of a jacket the decedent owned, which is consistent with the jacket recovered during 
the search of the above listed premises. s 

Metropolitan Police Homicide Detectives interviewed a witness, hereafter referred to as W-2 W-2 was given the 
opportunity to listen to a portion of the 91 1 recording that was captured by the Prince George's County 91 1 Operator 
While listening to the recording, W-2 identified a voice on the recording as Harold Proctor. W-2 further stated that IT 
observed HaroW Proctor driving the 2003 4-door beige Cadillac bearing Maryland registration plates JGJ453 on 
December 1 8, 201 1. W-2 has known Harold Proctor for at least a year. W-2 positively identified Harold Maurice 
proctor from a confirmation photograph provided by the Maryland Department of Motor Vehicle Administration. 

The stabbing death of Kevin Blackwell Jr. took place in the District of Columbia. Based on the facts, circumstances 
and police investigation, this affiant believes that probable cause exists for the issuance of a District of Columbia 
Supenor Court Arrest Warrant charging Harold M. Proctor with Felony Murder While Armed
